Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that Fig. 3 on page 8 and Fig. 11 on page 12 of the 
BASF publication prove that the Modulus of Elasticity and Shear Modulus were found at different temperatures in the 
values provided by Matweb.com. The applicant stated that the Torsion Modulus is always the same as Shear Modulus 
and that the values for these properties provided by the BASF publication only provided positive or zero as values for 
the Poisson's ration when used to calculate the Poisson's ratio using the equation provided in the aplpicanfs 
specification.
